Dear Mr. Free: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Office of Inspector General (OIG), 
dated May 17, 2019, seeking electronic records describing the total number of 
open investigations into deaths of individuals in DHS custody. Your request 
was received in this office on May 17, 2019. 

DHS OIG invokes Exemption 7(A) of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(7)(A) for these 
records. Exemption 7(A) authorizes the withholding of “records or information 
compiled for law enforcement purposes ... to the extent that production of 
such law enforcement records or information . . . could reasonably be expected 
to interfere with enforcement proceedings.” 

Although other exemptions may be applicable to these records, DHS-OIG is not 
in a position to assert other exemptions at this time. You may wish to submit 
a new FOIA request at a later date. OIG will then review the matter and 
provide a response in accordance with FOIA and Privacy Act requirements.

1 For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements 
of the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not 
be taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
